for the fiscal years 

1990-91 and 1991-92. 
Donnelly, vice presi- 
dent of Eticam’s busi- 
ess. operations, said 
the disagreement over 
payments is due, in 
rt, to pending litiga- 
ion "against the found- 

er of the company) 

“The problem ‘was 
Kell that the company was

against the founder (Hans Arsovic). He 
valued some equipment wrongly. We're 
close to getting that resolved.

Officials originally thought the hearing 
would be completed in one week, NLRB 
regic attorney Leo Dollard said. However, 
Cindy Flynn, the labor board's lawyer, said 
there is more evidence and testimony to be 
presented. 

It will continue June 1 because that was 
the first date all the witnesses and attorneys 
ould all be here,’’ Dollard said 

The NLRB filed the charges in November 
after investigating a complaint from_the 
hotel and restaurant union and Alton Belle 
employees 

charges contend the partnership and 

anagers gave an unfair advantage to 

afarers union to help it become bar- 
Peining agent for 150 employees... 

During the hearing, Theresa Colombo of 
Raleigh, N.C., a former Alton Belle Employ 
eb, told Judge George McInerny about a 
meeting between the Seafarers union and 
employees of the restaurants on the Alton 
landing, the Belle’s floating dock.

A one-day conference is 
planned for October, when local 
governments will be able to dis- 
cuss their strong points, prob- 
lems and areas where they have 
cooperated with others. 

The conference will highlight 
the impact of local government 
on the region and regional deci- 
sion-making in local communi- 
ties. 

The series will suggest that 
cooperation, even on a small 
scale, can be a building block 
for solving area problems and 
fostering a stronger sense of 
“region’’ among area residents. 

“We would hope, at the end of 
that conference, that we would 
have educated ourselves and the 
public on existing cooperation 
and where it might be useful to 
said Les- 
lie Freeman, a member of the 
forum who represents St. Louis 
County. 

The Forum is one of three 
advisory committees whose 
members are appointed by the 
chief elected officials from the 
city of St. Louis and seven adja- 
cent Missouri and Illinois coun- 
ties. The committees report to 
the Council’s board of directors, 
which includes the same chief 
elected officials.
